Reasons for Allowance 

Claims 23-74 are allowable over the prior art of record. The closest prior art of 
record Wu et al. (Publication Number 2004/0066529), teaches unloading document 
element from RAM to free memory and determining required document elements that 
need to be in memory to create a page, however it fails to teach after changing 
elements then that partition is persisted in a second memory, these limitations being 
indicated in claims 1 , 43 and 68 as "after a change in one or more of the respective 
collection elements of the another collection partition is persisted in a second computer- 
readable memory".
